An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees s 
of the City of Sierra Madre Declar- 15 
ing Its Intention to Improve a Por- t 
tion of Auburn Avenue in Said City v 
of Sierra Madre, and Determining f 
That Bonds Shall Be Issued to Rep- 8 
resent the Cost Thereof. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: , 

Sec. 1. That the public interest and 
convenience require, and that it is the 
intention of the Board of Trustees of " 
the City of Sierra Madre to order, the 
following work to be done, to-wit: 

First. That said Auburn Avenue £ 
from the northerly property line of c 
Central Avenue on the south to- the s

fications being numbered 8. 

! Tenth. That cement concrete cul¬ 
verts be constructed along and across 
said Auburn Avenue, between said 
termini, where shown on the plans and 
profiles for such work, and in accord¬ 
ance with the number of the plan 
designated thereon, and in accordance 
with city specifications for the con¬ 
struction of cement concrete culverts 
on file in the office of the City Clerk 
at said city, said specifications being 
numbered 9. 

Eleventh. That cement swales be 
constructed along and across said Au¬ 
burn Avenue, between said termini, at 
sUch places and of such dimensions as 
are shown on the plans and profiles 
fbr such work on file in the office of 
the City Engineer of said oity of Sierra 
Madre, and in accordance with city 
specifications No. 7 on file in the office 
of the City Clerk of said city. 

Sec. 2. That the said Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre finds, 
upon estimates of the. City Engineer 
of said city, that the cost of said pro¬ 
posed work or improvement will be 
greater than fifty (50) cents per front 
foot along each line of the said street 
so proposed to be improved as here¬ 
inbefore set forth including the cost of 
intersection work assessable upon said 
frontage, and said Board of Trustees 
determines that serial bonds shall be 
issued to represent the cost of said 
work or improvement; said serial 
bbnds shall extend over a period end¬ 
ing nine years from and after the sec¬ 
ond day of January next succeeding 
the date of said bonds, and an even 
annual proportion of the principal sum 
thereof shall be payable by coupon on 
the second day of January every year 
after their date until the whole is 
paid; and the interest shall be payable 
semi-annually by coupon on the sec¬ 
ond days of January and July, respect¬ 
ively, of each year at the rate of seven 
(7) per cent per annum on all sums 
unpaid until the whole of said prin¬ 
cipal and interest are paid.

The City Clerk shall certify 
to the' adoption of this ordinance and 
shall cause the same to be published 
once per week lot two successive 
weeks in the •‘•Sierra Madre News,’' a 
weekly newspaper published and cir¬ 
culated in said City of Sierra Madre 
and hereby designated for that pur¬ 
pose, and shall post the same conspic¬ 
uously for two days on or near thfe 
chamber door of the place of meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of said City 
of Sierra Madre, and thereupon and 
thereafter the same shall take effect 
and be in force. 

The foregoing ordinance was adopt¬ 
ed at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre held on the 11th day of March, 
1909, by the affirmative vote of at 
least three Trustees of the City of 
Sfprra Madre. to-wit:
